It* Sneccss Assured, Whether Through 


Edison or Others.

There does not seem any longer tc 


be a reasonable doubt as to the prscti 
cal success of the electric light. Both 
Edison and Sawyer have succeeded in 
producing a steady and agreeable light 
far superior to gas, and, it is claimed 
much cheaper. 
Tho whole question, o! 


course, hinges on the cost, and on this 
question there appears to be consider- 
able difference of opinion. 
A recent 


number of the American Journal of 
Scifiict, for instance, declares, after an 
examination of the light at Edison's 
labratory, which seems to have been 
searching and thorough, that the cheap- 
ness and durability of the electric lamp 
have not yet been determined, and will 
require much further experiment be- 
fore the li^ht can be pronounced prac 
ticable. 
On the other hand, Prof. Bar- 


ker, who stands high in the world of 
science, announces as the resalt of his 
investigations, which were conducted in 
company with Prof. Rowland, of Johns 
Hopkins University, his complete be- 
lief in the practicability of the light as 
improved upon by Mr. Edison. 
We 


have already mentioned the exhibition 
some days ago of a rival light by Prof. 
Sawyer, of N'ew York, who also claims 
to have fully solved the problem ; so 
that the day would certainly not to be 
far distant when we shall have the 
light iu practical operation and compe- 
ting in the open market with gas. 
The 


public has so often been disappointed 
with regard to the electric light that it 
is slow to aecept euphemistic utter- 
ances about it even when backed up by 
high scientific authority ; but it should 
be remembered that all improvements 
are gradual in their character and par- 
tial at first. The undoubted advances 
which have been made in the work of 
perfecting the light encourage us to 
hope that it will ultimately be crowned 
with all the success that has been con- 
fidently predicted for it.

Rope jumping ia pretty generally in- 


dulged in by children everywhere, partic- 
ularly young girls; and we have lately 
heard of several umbilicus skippers who 
have jumped the rope as many as 800 and 
350 times without stopping; and not long 
ago a cnits In her teens accomplished 
the remarkable (eat of Jumping the rope 
000 time* before sinking into a seat ex- 
hausted. Parents have requested us to 
warn children against this dangerous cus- 
tom, but we don't see how we can put a 
stop to it. Parents and touchers should 
interpose their authority . The following, 
from a late issue of the Indianapolis 
Sentinel, may cause fathers and mothers 
to think aeriousty of this important matter 
and act upon the suggestion of the observ- 
ing lurgeon named in the paragraph: 


Dr. Peck, of the Surgical Institute, yes- 


terday performed a surgical operation on 
the leg of a young girl by the name of 
Jotdoa. from Illinois, sent here for treat- 
ment. "The bones of both her legs will 
have to be partially removed, and tie lit- 
tle sufferer will have to submit to two 
painful operation*. 
The cause of her 


affection is from "jumping the rope," a 
pastime engaged in generally by young 
girls, resulting in necrotis, or death of the 
Done. The doctor stated to a reporter,. in 
this connection, that similar cases were 
constantly 
occurring 
from this same 


cause, but more frequently resulting in 
necrosis of the spine, and that there has 
not been a month passed but more or less 
cases of this character come to the Insti- 
tute for treatment. He says that rope 
jumping produces continuous Cuncussion 
on the joints which inpinge upon thr 
bone, causing at tbe first stage periestetis, 
and finally resulted in the death of the 
bone. He thinks that parents and teaah- 
ers should be warned of this dangerous 
sport and eradicate it entirely from the 
playgrounds of children, as it is ruinous 
in its effects, and is the prime cause of 
more ciipples among the female portion of 
the community than probably any other 
one cuuse. He also added that during 
the practice of his profession deaths had 
been occurring, coming under his obser- 
vation, which were the result of this 
pernicious pastime. In conclusion he said: 
",1 would warn children against rope 
jumping, and would advise parents and 
teachers to prohibit it under all circum- 
stances."
